Former president’s

Charlotte, N.C. 

When Bill Clinton takes the Char- 
lotte, N.C., convention stage in 
prime time Wednesday to praise 
President Barack Obama, it will 
be the most visible step on a path 
toward reconciliation for two for- 
mer rivals whose political fortunes 
are now inextricably linked. 

That Obama would choose the 
former president for such a high- 
profile speaking spot and that Clin- 
ton would accept seemed unfath- 
omable in 2008, when the two 
clashed bitterly during the Dem- 
ocratic nomination showdown 
between Obama and Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton, the former president’s 
wife.

Clinton as a political partner in 
hopes of capturing the former pres- 


ident’s uncanny knack for political 
survival against tough odds. 

If the arrangement seems like a 
forced marriage, it’s also a mutu- 
ally beneficial pairing that brings 
Clinton back to the national politi- 
cal forefront and lends Obama the 
validation of the Democratic Part 5 ^s 
most popular elder statesman. 

With the economic recovery still 
tepid and unemployment stubborn- 
ly high, Obama campaign officials 


are eager to portray the president’s 
economic policies as mirroring 
those of his Democratic predeces- 
sor. Many voters remember Clin- 
ton’s tenure as a period of pros- 
perity. The economy added some 
22 million new jobs during his two 
terms in the White House from Jan- 
uary 1993 to the start of 2001, and 
Clinton left office with a balanced 
federal budget and surplus.

Details of bin Laden 
raid could help the

A former Navy SEAL’s insider 
account of the raid that killed Osama 
bin Laden contains classified infor- 
mation, the Pentagon said Tues- 
day, and the admiral who heads the 
Naval Special Warfare Command 
said details in the book may provide 
enemies with dangerous insight into 
secretive U.S. operations. 

Rear Adm. Sean Pybus told his 
force Tuesday that “hawking details 
about a mission” and selling other 
information about SEAL training 
and operations put the force and 
their families at risk. 

“For an elite force that should 
be humble and disciplined for life, 
we are certainly not appearing to 
be so,” Pybus wrote in a letter to the 
roughly 8,000 troops under his com- 
mand. “We owe our chain of com- 
mand much better than this.” 

At the Pentagon, press secretary 
George Little said that an official 
review of the book “No Easy Day,”

Little declined to point to any 
specific portions of the book that 
would be considered a release of 
classified information.

Pybus, in his letter, was more 
direct, saying that, “In the weeks 
ahead, we will be taking actions to 
meet this challenge, and I appre- 
ciate your leadership and support 
of our community in this effort.”

Jobless Youths Adrift in Europe 


As debt crisis wears 
on, young people are 
bearing the burden 


Athens, Greece 

Enea Gjoni is sitting silently with 
some friends at a cafe that has 
become a gathering place for the 
Greek capital’s unemployed youth. 
They have been here for hours, as 
they have every other day for the 
past few months, and have pretty 
much run out of things to say. 

A year ago, Gjoni, 19, graduated 
from a technical high school with 
modest goals: He wanted to be an 
auto mechanic. 

But in a country that is enter- 
ing its fifth year of recession, he 
has been unable to find any work. 
“There’s no future here,” he said. 

More than 5.5 million young 
people across Europe are unem- 
ployed, the European Commission 
reports, part of what scholars are 
dubbing a lost generation. 

The Organization for Econom- 
ic Cooperation and Development 
warned in July that youths are bear- 
ing the burden of Europe’s crisis.

Record-High 100K Fled 
Syria in August, U.N. Says 


Beirut 

More than 100,000 Syrians fled 
their country in August, the high- 
est monthly total since the crisis 
began in March 2011, the U.N. ref- 
ugee agency said Tuesday. 

That sharply increased the num- 
ber of Syrian refugees, bringing the 
total to 234,368 since the uprising 
against President Bashar Assad 
began, the agency said. 

As activists have also report- 
ed that August was the civil war’s 
deadliest month yet with a toll of 
5,000, all signs are pointing to 
unprecedented levels of misery in 
the war-torn country.

‘September Shock’ Is on the Way 


Dr. Gridlock tells us 
what to expect as 
people return to town 

Washington 

The commuting phenomenon we 
call “September Shock” may not 
come as a sudden jolt on the first 
trip after Labor Day, but during the 
next few weeks, travelers may find 
their nerves a bit more on edge. 

As vacations end, school 
resumes and Congress returns, 
highways in the D.C. area will be 
more crowded, and transit riders 
will find trains and buses more 
congested. 


There are people traveling to 
new schools or new jobs, perhaps 
from a new residence. Here are 
some of the specific difficulties you 
may encounter: 

Metro Rush Plus 

Metro began its rush-hour service 
realignment on the Blue, Orange 
and Yellow lines in late June, so 
September will be the first full 
month for Rush Plus outside of 
vacation season. 

Blue Line riders have com- 
plained all summer that the new 
rush-hour schedule has resulted in 
more crowded trains. Now that so 
many people are back at work, we’ll 
watch this situation carefully. 


New SmarTrip Rules 

Starting this month, Metrorail riders 
need to have at least $1.20 on their 
regular SmarTrip cards to enter 
the stations. The minimum is 35 
cents for people using the reduced 
fare SmarTrip cards for seniors and 
people with disabilities. 

The Metrorail Fast Pass, the one 
for seven days of unlimited Metro- 
rail travel, now is available for pur- 
chase only on SmarTrip. But the old 
paper Fast Pass cards can be used 
through Dec. 31. 

The rebate program for SmarTrip 
card purchases took effect this 
month. People who buy a new 
SmarTrip card for $5 can get a 
$3 rebate after they register the 


card online. The $3 will be cred- 
ited to the card five days after its 
first use. 

Weekend Delays 

The transit authority skipped over 
the major track work planned for 
the Labor Day weekend to accom- 
modate the crowds at Nationals 
Park, but Red Line riders should 
anticipate a big disruption in ser- 
vice this coming weekend. From 
10 p.m. Friday through the train 
system’s midnight closing Sun- 
day, free shuttle buses will replace 
trains between the Dupont Cir- 
cle and NoMa-Gallaudet Uni-

DCPS Launches New Pay Scale 


High-performing 
teachers get faster 
access to top salaries 

Washington 

High-performing D.C. Pub- 
lic Schools teachers who work in 
high-poverty schools will be able 
to accelerate through the pay scale 
to reach top compensation levels 
more quickly under a new “career 
ladder” announced Tuesday. 

Elsewhere across the region and 
the country, teachers get pay raises 
according to their years of experi- 
ence and levels of education. 

The new D.C. system is meant 


instead to reward teachers for their 
performance in the classroom, con- 
tinuing a shift that began three 
years ago with evaluations that 
linked pay and job security to stu- 
dent performance on standard- 
ized tests. 

Besides earning bigger salaries, 
teachers who reach higher rungs of 
the ladder will undergo progressive- 
ly fewer classroom observations, 
and they will qualify for more — 
and more substantial — leadership 
positions within their schools and 
across the school system. 

Schools Chancellor Kaya Hen- 
derson said the aim of the initiative 
is to entice excellent educators not 
just to come to the city, but to stay

here, and to stay in the classroom. 
Teacher turnover — a problem in 
almost all city school systems — is 
notoriously high in the District. 

“Our goal is to be the highest- 
performing urban school district in 
this country,” the chancellor said. 


“and the only way we do that is to 
ensure that we are able to attract 
and keep the very best people.” 

Henderson announced the ini- 
tiative in a joint event Tuesday 
with Washington Teacher’s Union 
President Nathan Saunders, who 
endorsed it as “a good program” 
that will make the city a more 
attractive place to teach. 

The career ladder doesn’t change 
the pay ceiling, which is $131,540. 
But incentives have been tweaked 
so that the largest increases are 
reserved for teachers in schools 
where more than 60 percent of 
children qualify for free or reduced 
lunch, a federal measure of poverty.

Mile High Peyton

The manufacturer even guarantees that 
Vick’s ribs — hurt in the preseason — 
will be safe. If something goes wrong, 
Philly’s season could go south in a 
hurry, just as it did last year after a 
major free-agent spending spree. This 
could be the last run for coach Andy 
Reid, who is missing only a Super Bowl 
crown on his resume. 



Big Apple Tebow 

Leave it to a team in the Big Apple to create the biggest quarterback con- 
troversy in recent memory. Mark Sanchez is still the Jets’ starter, and Tim 
Tebow will supposedly be used only in Wildcat formations. Yet all the talk 
centers around the former Heisman Trophy winner who was the story of 
the NFL last year in Denver. The Jets’ offense misfired early and often in 
the preseason — perhaps a sign Sanchez is uncomfortable with the un- 
usual arrangement — and if the trend continues in the regular season, 
coach Rex Ryan will surely make a switch. The New York tabloids are cer- 
tainly “Tebowing” for such a big story.

The Redskins 

The anticipation for Robert Grif- 
fin Ill’s regular-season debut as 
the Redskins’ quarterback Sun- 
day has reached fever pitch ... in 
this region, where fans and some 
media have hyped RGIII as the 
savior who will lead the team to 
the promised land. 

Perhaps everyone needs to 
aim a bit lower than the Lombar- 
di Trophy. 

Nationally, the Redskins are 
considered to be in the bottom 
third of the league’s teams, with 
not one of 28 experts at NFL.com 
or ESPN.com selecting Washing- 
ton as a playoff team. 

The Redskins are still very 
much a work in progress, starting 
with their Heisman Trophy-win- 
ning quarterback, who will have 
to adjust to the NFL game. 

And while Redskins fans are 
desperate for a winner, the empha- 
sis this year should be making sure 
Griffin develops into the franchise 
QB the team has sought for years. 

One model of success could 
be Cam Newton, who entered the 
league a year ago with a barrage 
of hype and put up stellar numbers 
(4,000 passing yards, 35 total TDs).

On ‘Centipede Hz,' 
Animal Collective 
amps up the strange 

Album Review 

In 2009, Animal Collective’s “Mer- 
riweather Post Pavilion” helped the 
whole world chill out a little. On 
their eighth album, the Baltimore- 
bred weirdo-pop band became an 
unlikely crossover act by saddling 
their squelchy neo-psychedelic folk 
music to a groovier back beat. They 
ditched guitars for samplers and 
beefed up their a cappella-club- 
goes-jam-band vocal hooks with 
a healthy dose of bottom end. And 
even if you never bothered to listen 
to the album, you probably heard 
it via its imprint on such bands as 
Yeasayer, El Guincho and MGMT, 
which coated their subsequent 
records with a similar vernier of 
new age gobbledegook. 

Three years later. Animal Col- 
lective has delivered a follow-up, 
“Centipede Hz.” These days, they 
aren’t feeling quite so mellow “This 
is the new,” intones a voice in the 
record’s opening moments, followed 
by a warbly countdown. And then: 
crash, crash, crash, crash. 

“Centipede Hz” finds the band 
getting back to their louder, spazzier 
roots. The quartet has cycled back

toward the jittery sound collages and 
sugar-rush melodies that defined 
“Strawberry Jam” and “Feels.” Songs 
pinball around the stereo field like a 
toddler high on Lucky Charms and 
“SpongeBob”DVDs. 

Between Animal Collective’s two 
central vocalists. Panda Bear (aka 
Noah Lennox) has always been a 
little easier on the ears. When the 
Beach Boys comparisons get lobbed 
at the band, they’re generally tar- 
geted at him. But on “Centipede 
Hz,” most of Lennox’s contribu- 
tions come from behind the drum 
kit. Instead, Avey Tare (aka David 
Portner), the shouty guy, gets the 
majority of the star time. Portner’s 
vocals have always been a little abra- 
sive, and with nine out of 12 songs.

When Animal Collective wrote 
“Merriweather Post Pavilion," 
the members were spread out 
over the globe — Brooklyn, D.C. 
and Lisbon, Portugal— so song 
ideas were developed by passing 
demos back and forth over the 
Internet.

As a result, there’s a notice- 
able uptick in energy, especial- 
ly in the straightforward pound- 
ing that drives the opening cuts, 
“Moonjock" and “Today’s Super-

he’s overrepresented here. 

“Centipede Hz” is lush and brit- 
tle at the same time. The nooks and 
crannies of each song are packed 
with incidental buzzes, squawks 
and burbles that blink in and out 
like strobe lights. This is nothing 
new for Animal Collective, but it 
was easier to absorb when the band 
was writing softer tunes. 

If “Merriweather Post Pavilion” 
was the long comfy nap on indie- 
rock’s waterbed, “Centipede Hz” is a 
blast from the psychedelic fire hose.

Album Review 

Muted, introspective, down-tem- 
po: Anyone who follows indie-rock 
knows what a Cat Power record 
sounds like, right? Not anymore. 
That is, not with the release of 
“Sun,” the first album of new mate- 
rial in almost six years by the sing- 
er-songwriter otherwise known as 
Chan Marshall. It’s built around 
hooky synths, throbbing bass lines 
and pop instincts that yield consis- 
tently stirring results

Apart from some haunting lay- 
ering of vocals, Marshall’s earthy, 
sensuous voice remains evocative as 
ever. The songwriting and arrange- 
ments are what amount to a new 
approach, one steeped in imagina- 
tion, catharsis and surprise. “3, 6, 9” 
conjures the baroque pop of the late 
1960s Beatles as if spun through a 
centrifuge, while “Real Life” mixes 
techno propulsion and sung-spoken 
vocals to hypnotic effect. 

Marshall’s record builds grad- 


ually, with a tendency, early on, 
toward minimalism and austeri- 
ty, giving way to increasingly bold 
and dramatic moments as it builds 
to its climax. “Silent Machine,” the 
third-to-last track, opens the album’s 
final section with an unlikely mix of 
atmospherics and garage rock, but 
it’s with the set-closing “Peace and 
Love” that she really abandons her- 
self to her newfound creativity. 

Replete with anthemic “nah- 


nah-nahs” and hyper-referential 
stream-of-consciousness lyrics akin 
to R.E.M.’s “It’s the End of the World 
As We Know It,” she demonstrates 
her knack for the big statement 
with the pop-funk panache of a big- 
time rock star, bill friskics-warren

Book Review 


“Hysterical realism,” the only new 
literary term in recent memory 
to gain any currency, was coined 
in James Wood’s review of Zadie 
Smith’s nascent body of work. And 
here she comes with a big, challeng- 
ing new novel about the forces that 
poison our dreams of economic 
ascendancy. The 
title is the only 
thing abbreviat- 
ed about “NW.” 
Everything else is 
luxuriously spun 
out, pulled and 
examined from 
various angles by 
an author who seems to have a cam- 
era on every corner. In the blunted 
lives of several young adults, she 
captures the harrowing plight of a 
new generation of lost souls. 

Each of the four sections of 
“NW” demonstrates a different 
form. The longest part of “NW” is 
divided into 185 short, numbered 
sections, ranging from straightfor- 
ward narrative to menu items, quiz 


answers, IM chats and even stage 
directions. Smith uses the swirl of 
these disparate elements to illustrate 
the complexity of modern life. 

The story opens with an uncom- 
fortable encounter. Leah Hanwell 
answers the door and discovers a 
desperate young woman, pleading, 
crying: Someone has been taken to 
the hospital, and she has no money 
for a cab to follow. Can Leah help? 

This is the awkward prob- 
lem that “NW” begins with, and 
its moral calculus grows more 
challenging with each page.
